In 
front of the few h o u se s and the row 
of wheat farms was a broad valley 
belted with trees, and through which 
Rock river wound in big curves, now 
faint In the early summer night. Tin* 
crop was mostly in the ground, and 
the little farm looked tidy.” 
Stories of wonderful wealth had 
reached the boys through returning 
prospectors and they were fired with 
enthusiasm to seek their own for­ 
tunes. 
The author describes the 
day dn ams of one of the boys before 
he had fulls made up his mind

start on his groat undertaking: "This 
time, as he lay at full length on top 
of the hill behind the house, looking 
o!T down the valley of the Rock, he 
built once more his golden dream. Be 
vend the brown newly plowed field l 
suggesting only hard work; beyond 
the tall cottonwoods that border > i 
the stream, and beyond the pale blue 
line where the valley of the 
Rock 
melted Into the sky, was the promis­ 
ed land. So far away it was! Yet he 
could see he thought, the gay cara­ 
vans pressing on to the golden shores 
of the pacific There were long trains 
of bravo men with wagons, horses 
and arms. There wore the 
rolling 
Iprairieg dotted with buffalo, deer and 
j strange game. The red man lurked 
j by the trails, but fled away to the 
snow capped mountains as the white 
conquerer cane- on apace. Tim grand 
Rocky Mountains, whose devious line 
he had painfully studied on his school 
map, rose majestically on the hori­ 
zon, lying like clouds against
